THE MAILS, &c.

The French mail, bringing dates as above, was delivered, via Marseilles, this 
morning. The next inward mail (P. and O.) is due on the 10th inst., with dates— 
Shanghai April 22, Hong Kong April 28, Singapore May 6. 

Telegrams, with dates from Shanghai and Hong Kong to the 26th May, report 
that “ The ship Dolares Ugarte, from Macao to Callao, has been totally burnt, with 
600 coolies on board, The accounts of the disaster are very conflicting, and the 
cause is at present unexplained. 

A few private telegrams of yesterday's date have been received from Hong 
Kong by the direct China cable, but it is uncertain when the liue will be open to 
the public, as it has not yet been handed over to the company by the contractors. 

There is an interruption in the line between Singapore and Penang, and no mes- 
sages have been received this morning.

NEWCHWANG. 

The correspondent of the Courier writes from Newchwang that 
the steamer Yuen-tze-fei arrived on the 10th April, and brought 
the English mail of Feb. 10. Until that day there had only been 
two sailing vessels in port since the ice disappeared. Then, how- 
ever, one North-German vessel, the Matilda, and an American 
vessel, the Spray, entered the port; and six vessels were in the 
river, although not yetin harbour. As far as shipping is concerned 
the opening of the season has been very dull. Usually at the 
end of March or the beginning of April there is a rush of ships 
to this port. Now that North-German ships are again able to go 
to sea we hope to see a large number visit us. 
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winning numbers was promised at four o’clock. 

A disturbance has taken place at Keir-Ping-Hein, an agricul- 
tural district about 300 li from Hoochow and 150 from Lee-yang. 
It appears that during the late rebellion this district suffered 
perhaps more than any other, most of the inhabitants having 
either been killed or died from starvation. Peace being made, 
and Tseng-kwo fan not wanting to retain his large army, which 
was composed of nearly all Honan men, he gave instructions that 
about 5,000 of the troops should be disbanded ; and, as compen- 
sation for services rendered, small plots of land were given them in 
this and adjoining districts. The few inhabitants who had sur- 
vived the rebellion and had returned to their homes murmured at 
this, as the ex-soldier wanted to take the largest and best portions 
of land for their use—hence the origin of the supposed insur- 
rection. Some ten or twelve of the leaders of this disturbance 
have been killed, anda few troops from Soochow and Hongchow 
despatched to keep order. Things are now quiet, and no further 
trouble is expected from this quarter. 

The News Letter states that the Rev. Dr. Yates has yin 4 
the post held by the late Dr. Jenkins, of Interpreter to the U.S. 
Consulate-General. 

The Daily News mentions the following singular boat accident, 
which occurred up country. A house-boat capsized, filled with 
water, righted herself, and sunk to a level with the roof of the 
house, on which the occupants were able to seat themselves, more 
the hero and heroine in Punch’s tale of “Chikkin Hazard.” 
What peculiar feature in the boat’s construction kept it from 
sinking altogether is a problem which might be studied with a 
view to general imitation. ‘The accident happened in a wide 
creek beyond Soochow, and as one of the two foreigners on board 
could not swim, they were ina rather helpless predicament. Pathe- 
tic appeals were addressed to passing boats to take them off, but 
uselessly, despite liberal offers of dollars made through the boat- 
men, ‘The captain of a gunboat which was especially addressed, 
simply looked out through the well-known cotton curtains, and 
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grinned. Eventually, a boat, more charitable than the rest, came 
alongside, and relieved them from their unpleasant situation, and 
helped to tow the half-sunk craft in shore. The next difficulty was 
want of dollars; these, of course, being submerged. Promise of 
payment when they could be got out, however, secured for the 
travellers quarters in a tea-house, and induced workmen to set 
about the work of salvage. By passing ropes under her the boat 
was eventually raised, emptied, and restored to her natural posi- 
tion in her “native element.” 

The new Taoutai of Ningpo arrived on the 12th from Hang- 
chow, whither he had been to pay his respects to Futai before as- 
suming office. The man who has been acting for the last few 
weeks is reported to be intensely disappointed. As a friend of 
the Futai’s, he expected to get the permanent berth; but the 
new official was in Peking when news of the vacancy arrived, 
and made the running. He has been a Salt Commissioner 
somewhere lately, and is very wealthy. The Futai is said to 
have tried, on behalf of his protege, to dissuade him from taking 
up the post ; but he did not see it. At present his Excellency 
is occupied in receiving calls ; so has had no chance yet of show- 
ing his official character. He has a delicious case to begin with, 
in the shape of a disputed succession to Takee’s estate. The 
outside relatives of the deceased claim the estate, denying the 
indentity of Takee’s son ; and the case comes before the Ningpo 
officials for trial. In this country of squeezes, the prospect may 
be imagined—as bad almost as the English Court of Chancery. 

The Courier announces that Mr. Lay, H. B. M. Consul at Tien- 
tsin, who has been Acting French Consul at that port since the 
death of the unfortunate Fontanier, has been relieved of the latter 
responsibility, M. Dillon, formerly elvve Consul at Shanghai, hav- 
ing been appointed Consul for France at Tientsin. 

fhe German corvette Medusa goes home, we hear, to be replaced 
by a new frigate named the Danizic. Two new gun-boats, named 
respectively the Albatross and the Nautilus, have aleo been built 
by the German Government for service in the East, and may be 
shortly expected in Chinese waters. 

The Shanghai Express of April 14th says :—The favourite clip- 
per Sir Lancelot, which left London on the 12th Dec., has arrived 
at Woosung this afternoon. She has, however, been beaten on 
this trip by the Norman Court, which arrived in harbour this 
morning, having left London on the 22nd Dec. 

The report of the China and Japan Marine Insurance Company, 
to be presented at the second ordinary half-yearly meeting, shows 
profits taken at Tls. 161,156. The balance at debit of working 
account amounted to Tls. 140,936, out of which losses to Tls. 
64,516 have since been paid, while Tls. 20,744 will provide for all 
losses and claims made up to the time of the report. The esti- 
mated net premia amounted to Tls. 65,000 ; the ascertained losses 
to not more than 'Tls 6,500. Since the last report was issued 
64 shares have been allotted, leaving 148 still in reserve. Messrs. 
T. Probst and RB. W. Little have retired, and Messrs. O. C. Behn, 
Framjee Hormusjee, A. J. Little and C. Emile Bade have joined 
the board since last meeting. The accounts have been audited 
by Mr. J. P. Bisset (acting on behalf of Mr. Wm. Mitchell and 
ur. O. Brandt), and the directors recommend the election of 
Messrs. Wm. Mitchell and O. Brandt as auditors for the present 

ear. 

2 Some important evidence concerning the Tientsin Massacre is 
published in the new French paper, the Cyde. M. Coutrice 
says :-— 

Woe a fortnight notices placarded in the Chinese city, and which 
I had myself seen, announced that on the 23rd of the month— 
that is to say, the 2lst June, 1870, the people would rise on the 
Catholic missionary establishment, and kill the missionaries, the 
Sisters of Charity, the Consul, and all the French Several of 
these notices were taken away and brought to Father Chevrier, 
who had them read to me by a Chinese Father (M. Hou), and 
stated that he had sent one of them to the Consul. I did not 
place faith in these menaces; nevertheless, on the morning of 
the 21st I went to the mass at six o'clock, at which Father Chev- 
rier had begged me to be present, adding that this mass ought 
to serve as a preparation for death. After the mass, Father 
Chevrier told me that the Taoutai was to come and see 
him at nine o’clock, and that he would bring with him a 
Chinaman who was kept in chains inthe Yamen. This man, who 
was accused of having stolen children, pretended to have acted 
only on the order of the Missionaries. He added that he knew 
Father Chevrier, as well as many persons connected with the 
Mission, who he pretended were his accomplices. Father Chevrier 
asked him if he knew him and the other members of the house. 
The accused replied “No.” The Taoutai then turned to Father 
Chevrier, and said, “I, and the other mandarins, do not believe 
these stories. The accused is an impostor. We are only doing 
all this to content the people.” At this instant the accused pre- 
tended to recognise a Chinaman in the house, who habitually gaye 
him money to purchase children. Father Chevrier then caused 
all the servants in the house to be confronted with the ac- 
cused ; but the latter, after having looked at them all, could 
not recognise any of them, and said that he thought the per- 
son of whom he spoke was not a man of the Zien Chu Kiaou 
(the Catholic religion), but of the Yesu Aiaou (the Protestant 
religion). At this moment the populace was massed on the 
other side of the river, in front of the Consulate on the left 
bank, and in front of Messrs. Livingston's house on the right 
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bank. The crowd was very numerous, and seemed very ex- 
cited. After the departure of the mandarins the crowd which 
was stationed on the quay of the Consulate dispersed, but, like 
the one which was on the other side of the river (right and left 
bank), continued to give forth cries of “Break, force open!” I 
returned to my house, and afterwards came back to the consulate, 
where I saw M. Fontanier, the consul. I asked him what he 
thought of this rising. He replied that he had informed Chung 
How (the Governor) of it and of what was going on, and that he 
had no doubt that the trouble would shortly be over. Mr. Fon- 
tanier and Mr. Simon, who was adjusting under his sword belt a 
girdle of yellow leather which held his revolver, left for the 
yamen. I then entered Mr. Fontanier’s house. In the dining- 
room I saw Mr. and Madame Thomassin, who were taking coffee 
with Mr. Fontanier. The latter said that he had just sent a letter 
to the yamen to demand a guard. and that he was astonished that 
Chung How had not yet sent troops to put down the rising, which 
was becoming more and more menacing. He (Mr. Fontanier) had 
notified him three times of the danger of the situation. The 
Chinese continued to batter the church with bricks. 

When I saw the Consul again he told me that he had sent back 
the mandarins because it was not them whom he had demanded, 
but some troops ; that Chung How seemed to be mocking him by 
sending in lieu of troops three little mandarinets incapable of pre- 
venting anything, and who moreover had the impudence to tell 
him there was no danger. Presently the boy belonging to the 
Consul who entered the yard came to me running and crying out, 
“Mr. Coutrice (Cou-Sien sang), quick, they are assassinating the 
Consul Fontanier (Fong-Laow-yeh).” He went on before me, I 
following with my rifle in my hand. I made my way into the 
small street at the side of the mission building, and at the end of 
it I came across Mons. Fontanier and Mons. Simon, assaulted by the 
crowd and fleeing before it. I tried to rejoin them, without succeed- 
ing in doing so, notwithstanding all my efforts, attacked, too, myself 
by the people, and dogged in all directions by the Chinese, who were 
trying to push me into the river, I turned back, and after great dif- 
ficulty I at last arrived again on the quay by a transverse street. 
I then saw Mr. Fontanier and Mr. Simon before me, still followed 
by the people. I could hear the voice of Mr. Fontanier speak- 
ing to Chung How; but the only words I could catch were the 
following frequently repeated : “ Woo pouh tein” [probably * Wo 
puh Hsin,” I do not believe]. I thencalled out to Mr. Fontanier 
in Chinese, but without having any answer. At this moment I 
saw in the Court-yard the mandarin named Kwang, whom I knew 
personally. I went up to him and demanded my Consul. He 
replied, ‘ Run away quickly, or you are dead ;” but as I persisted 
in rejoining Mons. Fontanier, I was again assailed by the guards 
of the Yamen and the mandarins. Kwang immediately appeased 
the soldiers by telling them that I was not French, but English. 
“It is an Englishman, an Englishman—” and he conducted me 
into achamber where he left me under the surveillance of several 
mandarins, always telling them that I was English. I remained 
in this room disarmed till the next day. when I was conducted to 
the European concession by order of Chung How. 


DINNER TO MR. MEDHURST. 

Previous to Mr. Medhurst’s departure for England he was 
entertained at dinner by the foreign residents, the chair being 
taken by Mr. John Dent. A large number of guests were pre- 
sent, including all the foreign consuls. The toast of the evening 
was proposed by the Chairman in the following terms:—I beg 
leave to propose the health of our worthy Consul, Mr. Medhurst. 
You will, Iam sure, not expect a long speech from me on this 
occasion, as it would take too long to go over the period of ser- 
vice of our estimable friend, and again, in a social reunion of this 
kind, all political topics might well be avoided. I believe we are 
met here to express a hearty and sincere approval of the conduct 
of our worthy Consul. We have met him in various ports in his 
official capacity, and I am sure I only say what you all would 
when I say that his career has been marked by strict justice and 
8 hearty good will towards all. Gentlemen, these are the cha- 
racteristics of our worthy Consul, and we are met here to express 
our thorough approval of his official conduct, to wish him a 
prosperous passage, and to assure him a hearty welcome when he 
returns to Shanghai. Gentlemen, I again propose the health of 
Mr. Medhurst. 

Mr. Medhurst replied : Gentlemen, I heartily wish I possessed 
the aptitude for public speaking which has been exhibited by 
your worthy chairman in his remarks about me, for then I should 

e@ able to reply to his kind speech, and to acknowledge your 
friendly and abundant hospitality in a fitting style. But I am 
sorry to say I have always been a bad speaker ; and my answer 
must be at best feeble as compared to the very great honour that 
has been done me this evening. I can only.succeed in concen- 
trating my ill-assorted ideas into the good old English word, 
“thank you; ” and in that word I wish you to understand that 
I embody all the heartfelt sentiments of which I am capable. 
Mr. Dent has very handsomely spoken of my services during 
the time I have been Consul. Consuls in China, as you all know, 
are not what they used to be. Their power is more limited, and 
they act within restrictions which bind them to do very much 
what they are told. But I can say for myself and my colleagues, 
that we always try to do our best ; and poor as my best has been, 
I am pleased to have been in a position to place it at your dis- 
posal. I shall.be glad to come to Shanghai, for I feel it a 
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great privilege to represent an important section in such a com- 
munity as this; a privilege which I am not ashamed to con- 
fess it has been my ambition to possess for the last twenty-five 

ears. I thankfully accept your “God-speed” which Mr. Dent 

as just expressed. I assure you it takes away very largely from 
the pain of leaving, and adds very largely to the pleasure of going 
home, to know that I carry with me the goodwill of so many 
friends. 

Mr. Rennie then proposed “The Consular Body,” which was re- 
plied to by Mr Seward, the American Consul-General, who spoke 
as follows. Mr. Medhurst has been associated with the conduct 
of public affairs at this port from the earliest days of the settle- 
ment. I believe that there is hardly a public question of much 
interest in the discussion and determination of which he has not 
had a principal part. For ten years I have been associated with 
him—for the most part of ten years—in dealing with these matters. 
I speak my own most sincere sentiments, and I speak the sentiments 
of my colleagues, when I say that I have ever found him just, 
discreet, active, and liberal. A demonstration of respect coming 
from representatives of commerce,—representatives of a commerce 
which forms no insignificant part of the commerce of the world 
—is 2 compliment worth having. It is a compliment which may 
make a mau feel more kindly towards the people among whom he 
has been labouring, as he goes on his homeward journey ; it ought 
to make him more willing to do what I Hops OnE colleague will do 
—return to us at 8 very early day. You have been kind enough 
to propose the toast of the Consular Body. The members of this 
Body are heartily obliged for the toast which has been offered, 
and the manner in which it has been received. It will be their 
first charge, hereafter, as in the past, to promote commercial in- 
terests at this port, and to enforce conclusions of your experience 
which when carefully expressed must ever command the atten-, 
tion of the civilised world. 

The toast of ‘‘ The Guests” having been Epos and answered 
by Mr. Goodwin, the Acting Chief Jud e, Mr. Medhurst proposed 
“ Prosperity to Shanghai.” He said: It is with feelings of pecu- 
liar interest that I rise to propose this toast, because I can truly 
gay I happen to have been the first foreigner who landed with a 
commercial purpose on the wharves of the native city, after the 
conclusion of the treaty by which Shanghai was opened to trade, 
for I accompanied the first Consul who was appointed to the post, 
and he sent me ashore on arrival to establish a good understand- 
ing with the Chinese authorities. Since that time, which is a very 
great many years ago—more than I care to admit—I have been 
repeatedly associated with Shanghai, both publicly and privately ; 
and I have had opportunities of watching the rapid and remark - 
able growth shee it has made asa settlement. What was in those 
days a cotton-field and rice swamp has now become the focus of a 
trade which,as Mr. Seward has said, represents a large portion of the 
commerce of the world, and of vested interests which muy be esti- 
mated at tens and hundreds of millions. We owe this progress, not 
so much to the fostering care of the Chinese, or of any Foreign Go- 
vernment, as to the pluck and enterprise of the merchants who 
have been labouring here for the last twenty-five years. Nor can 
it be said that this progress, remarkable as it is, has yet reached 
its culminating point. When once we are united by the lines of 
telegraph to the rest of the world, and whenever the Chinese can 
be induced to forego those prejudices which prevent the adoption 
of the sister appliance of railway communication, Shanghai will 
doubtless reach a point of importance, as the emporium of China 
and the Far East, which will place her even yet higher in the 
ranks of commercial cities than she now stands. Let us hope that 
day may very soon arrive. 

The other toasts proposed were, “The Ladies of Shanghai,” by 
the Rev. Canon Butcher; “The Committee,” and, as a finale, 
“The Chairman.” These having been duly honoured, the com- 
pany separated. ; 


FOOCHOW. 

A letter from this port, dated April 17th, says :— 

Little or no news at the Anchorage. Small-pox is rife, and 
three cases from H.M.8. Zebra have been sent on shore to hospi- 
tals in two days. A quantity of opium and piece goods valued 
at some $15,000 has been recovered from the Ockseu wreckers, 
and handed over to the Vice-Consul by the local authorities. 


HONG KONG.

The Daily Press says:—A graceful compliment was paid to 
Mr. Lemann by the Choral Society, in the form of a complimen. 
tary concert at the City Hall, on the occasion of his leaving Hong 
Kong. The room was well filled, and the programme very 
Pcesiogly and effectively performed. Mr. Lemann played one of 

halberg’s fantasias with his well-known efficiency, his articula- 
tion of the innumerable short notes with which Thalberg’s music 
is flooded being very pure, and his theme withal well pronounced. 
A violoncello solo was played with marked feeling and delicacy, 
and the part-songs of the Gesang Verein were given in a most 
masterly manner, the last, in reply to a recall, being a kind of 
German Christy’s.

The North German barque Sophia Rickmers, under the decision 
of the Prize Court, was sold at Saigon, on the 14th April, for 
f.117,000, and another barque was sold for f.60,000. 

The China Mail has the following items :— 

Our Canton correspondent writes :—Our Consul, Mr. Robertson, 
C.B., leaves us this morning, much to the regret of the entire 
community. We hope to see him back again as Sir Brooke Ro- 
bertson, K.C.B., and we are sure that the honour so tardily be- 
stowed has seldom been better earned. The last week has been a 
continual round of feasts and fetes in his honour, and a further 
testimony of esteem and respect is to be presented in the shape 
of a set of black-wood furniture and an address. 

A Chinese of the name of George Chun successfully passed his 
examination on Thursday last for a certificate of competency as a 
second mate. The occurrence is significant from the fact of this 
being the first Chinaman who has so passed. 

We hear from the North that Mr. B. E. Drew, Acting Com- 
missioner of Chinese Customs, Kiukiang, has been specially re- 
quested by H. E. the U. 8. Minister to accompany the projected 
expedition to the Cores. Mr. Drew was for some time Chinese 
Secretary to the Inspector General of Customs, Mr. Hart, and his 
knowledge of the Court language will no doubt enable him to 
render good service to the expedition. An account of Corea from 
@ pen soable as that of Mr. Drew will be of much value and will 
be expected with much interest.

of the Independant, and we suppose we ought in charity to ima- 
gine that the editor and his readers, who were probably “ver- 
sants des larmes” into absinthe glasses—a la mode de J. J. 
Rousseau—were not, when the paper left Saigon, aware of the 
second and worse edition of the atrocities then being perpetrated 
in the fairest city of Europe under this hateful cry. Perhaps 
when they learn the facts they may alter their motto. Or isa 
nchman’s sword the only place where he can blush ?

Summary of Helos from the Far East. 


CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 
Dates extend to the morning of 22nd April, or two days later 
than the French mail; no mail had arrived out since that of 
Feb. 24. 


On the occasion of the departure of Mr. Medhurst, the North 
China Herald 6 a just tribute to that gentleman for his un- 
tiring and valuable exertions in the China Consular service, of 
which he has been a member for twenty-five years. 

The following items are from the same journal :— 

At the meeting of shareholders in the North China Insurance 
Company the accounts showed a total balance at the company’s 
credit of Tls. 790,782, in addition to the paid-up capital of 
Tis. 300,000, and after paying a dividend of Tls. 150,000 for the 
year 1869. A further dividend of Tis. 50 per share for that year 
was agreed to. Messrs. J. I. Miller, A. Schroers, and H. G. Pem- 
berton were elected directors in the stead of Messrs. Bell, Michie, 
andJ. T. Brand. It was announced that a meeting would be 
called for the 1st May, to prepare for the formation of the new 
company by receiving suggestions for any modification in the pre- 
sent deed of settlement. The expediency of raising the value of 
the shares was mooted. 

A meeting of shareholders in the China and Japan Insurance 
Company had also been held. The accounts show a balance in 
hand on the 31st December of Tis. 140,936, out of which losses to 
the extent of Tls. 64,516 have been since paid, and Tls, 20,744 
are held to meet the losses and claims reported to date. Messrs. 
Behn Hormusjee, Little, Bade, and Ringer were confirmed as 
directors for the current year. 

A prospectus of a joint-stock company, intended to purchase 
and build on the Mayfair estate, on the Bubbling Well-road, op- 
posite the racecourse has been issued. It is proposed to raise 
Tis. 25,000, in two hundred and fifty shares of Tls.100 each. The 
land comprising twenty-six mow, is offered by the present owner 
for Tls.9,000; the balance will be laid out in building six de- 
tached and semi-detached villas, which can be let at rates varying 
from Tls. 50 to Tls. 30 per mensem. Small houses of this kind are 
much wanted, and will, no doubt, let readily. 

The new light-ship for the mouth of the Yangtsze had left. 
As our readers are aware, she is provided with a first-class re- 
volying light, and a fog-horn. Among the names of vessels which 
have passed Anjer, we notice the Vewchwang for Shanghai. Evi- 
dently this is the new lightship for Newchwang, at last. She was 
to be called after the port for which she is destined. 

A meeting of landrenters at Kiukiang was held on the 3lst 
March. The municipal accounts show an expenditure of Tls. 
571 out of Tls. 584 available funds, leaving a balance in hand of 
Tls. 13. No call seems to have been made on the taxpayers 
during the year, as ‘Ils. 544 remained over from the previous year, 
and the remainder was derived from an arrear tax and from the 
sale of an aggressive raft. This pleasant condition of affairs, 
however, can obviously not continue during 1871, though we do 
not see that any provision was made for a fresh levy. Messrs. 
Hamilton, Shaw, and Anderson were elected » municipal council 
for the current year. 
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At the annual meeting of the Shanghai Rowing Club, Mr. E. 
W. Batt in the chair, the report by the committee and accounts 
for the year were read and passed. The latter showed a total re- 
ceipt of Tis. 1,571.08, including balance from previous year (Ts. 
281.08), and an expenditure of Tls. 1,170.57, leaving a balance of 
sTls. 400.51. The sum of Ts. 291.06, proceeds of a theatrical 
performance given at the Lyceum in aid of the removal of the 
upper boat-house, is also in hand. The following committee was 
elected :— Messrs. Low, Batt, A. Dent, Maitland, and Lessmann, 
the first being also ot eran captain. Some discussion ensued 
regarding the removal of the boat-house. 

An interesting lecture had been delivered, at the Asiatic So- 
ciety’s Rooms, by the Rey. 0. Kreyer, on “Some Phases of Inter- 
action between the Kast and the West.” 


' HONG KONG. 
Dates extend to 28th April, and are only two days later than 
the French Mail. The London Mail of March 10th arrived April 
20th. The following items are from the China Mail :— 


The Hin case—the Comptoir D'Escompte of Paris v. Rodgers— 
had been again before the Supreme Court. The Attorney-General, 
for the defendants, applied for an order on the plaintiffs to pay 
$11,806.34 for interest. The question had been referred to the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, which decided that the 
defendants were entitled to interest, and ordered that the original 
sum in dispute must be repaid by the respondents to the appellants, 
together with interest at the rate usually allowed by the Supreme 
Court of Hong Kong. On the strength of the wording of this 
order, the Attorney-General moved that the Court would order 
interest to be paid at the rate of 12 per cent. After some discus- 
sion the hearing was adjourned. 

At the U. 8. Consulate, on the 21st April, an inquiry into the 
charge brought by Captain J. B. Spearwater, of the American 
barque Mary J. Roberts, against William Holt, a seaman, of 
threatening the lives of the officers and captain, and otherwise 
behaving mutinously, was held, with a view to ascertain whether 
the case for a rendition under the extradition treaty with Great 
Britain could be made out, to authorise the Consul to apply to the 
Colonial Authorities for the arrest and detention of the parties 
accused, until a requisition can be sent by the President of the 
United States. It appeared that the captain, out of self-defence, 
fired at Holt, having nothing at hand to ward off the blow which 
would have inevitably hit him. The shot took effect on his cheek, 
and he fell down. After Holt was shot, he took great care of 
him, giving him his own cot. The wound was healed within a 
fortnight. The inquiry, which was adjourned, seemed likely to 
last a long time. 

The case of Kwok Asing, of Nouvelle Penelope celebrity, was 
brought before the Chief Justice on the 18th April. Our readers 
may remember that this man took ship at Macao for Callao, under 
the conditions usual in the coolie trade as carried on from the 
“ Holy” City ; then he became mixed up in the subsequent mur- 
der of the captain and others of the ship ; then escaping to land, 
he presently found himself under arrest by the British authori- 
ties in Hong Kong on suspicion of being a bad character ; then, 
his complicity in the murder being alleged, the Chinese authorities 
at Canton, aban ae Mr. Robertson, the British Consul there, de- 
manded that he should be given up tothem for punishment ; then, in 
accordance with British law, the chargeagainst him was investigated 
by a British magistrate, and the evidence produced did certainly 
establish the fact that he had been, sufficiently for all legal pur- 

oses, @ participator in the outrage; and thereupon he was 

anded over to the Crown. The China Mail observes that as the 
act charged against the prisoner was committed under the French 
flag, to French—not to Chinese—jurisdiction should the prisoner 
be rendered up by a British Government. That he has incurred 
‘a penalty we are bound to admit, but to the French Consul 
at Canton should be remitted the duty, as upon him is pro- 
perly entailed the obligation, of negotiating with the Chinese 
authorities in the matter, not upon the British Consul. At 
the last hearing of the case the Attorney-General explained 
that a letter had been received from the Acting French Consul, 
in which he withdrew from the present prosecution. It was of 
course very serious, whatever technicalities might exist, to dis- 
charge the prisoner without his going before a jury, and the 
Attorney-General, therefore, thought it his duty to invite the 
apis of a jury as to his guilt. Although he was discharged, 
the Attorney-General gave him in charge of the captain superin- 
dent of police to answer a charge of piracy jure gentium. 

It has been suggested that a link of the China Submarine Cable 
should have been sent out to connect Macao, but no estimate is 
given of the probable traffic.

BANGKOK, 

We learn from the Advertiser that the subject of “ Marking the 
People” is again mooted. The Minister of Foreign Affairs has ad- 
dressed a circular to the Consuls of the Treaty Powers, requesting 
their ha aaa in the movement, which, according to Siamese 
tradition, becomes necessary on the decease of oneof theirkings and 
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the accession of a new one. The document in question is sensible 
and unassuming— its style contrasting with the recent manifestoes 
of the Russian and Chinese Governments in a manner which shows 
the civilisation and intelligence of the land of the Elephant to be 
very far in advance of those of the Bear and the Dragon.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to the 5th May. On the 27th April the Orissa 
arrived with the London mail of the 24th March. 

We learn from the Straits Times that piper oo were being 
made for the opening of the Legislative Council, but we are not 
informed of any new measure of importance likely to be brought 
before it. The pension rules have been amended, so as to remove 
the wide distinction drawn in the existing ordinance between 
officers appointed under the Colonial rule and those retained in 
office after the transfer,—which formed the ground of a joint pro- 
test by the unofficial members. The amended ordinance has been 
drafted in obedience to instructions from the Secretary of State, 
and affords a gratifying proof of the weight attached to the pro- 
tests of the unofficial minority in the Council. This, together 
with an amendment of the Gaming-Houses ordinance, and the 
amended Penal Code, are all the public measures that we have 
yet heard of to be considered in the early part of the session. 

With reference to the fears entertained by the merchants here, 
in consequence of the reports which reached them from Johore, 
we are clad to be able to announce that his highness the Maha- 
rajah has concurred in the views and suggestions of the Chamber, 
and that an arrangement has been agreed upon, which, while se- 
curing to the Maharajah protection of his revenue, will at the 
same time be satisfactory to the merchants here, and to the 
planters, who have suffered very materially from combinations 
among contractors and others. 

A recent Post-office prosecution at Malacca shows very strongly 
the disadvantages under which the Chinese labour in sending 
letters from the Straits to their friends in China, owing to the 
stringency of the Indian Postal Act and the incapacity of the 

ostal department to forward the letters to their destinations. 

interprising Chinese here and in Penang have sought to 
eiaaiy the shortcomings of the Pust-office by establishing a 
sort of express post, sending a messenger up to Ching in 
a steamer in charge of a large number of letters destined 
for the interior of China, and also carrying large sums of 
money, the aggregate of many little remittances by coolies 
and servants to their relatives. In tho case in point, it is 
alleged that the Penang Post-office declined to accept the letters 
because there was no means of sending them to their destination, 
and yet during the stay of the steamer at Malacca the messenger 
was arrested, tried before a magistrate, and fined fifty dollars, 
after which we are informed the letters were returned to him. 
This is only one of a number of prosecutions on account of Chinese” 
letters, and taken it would be to the advantage of the Chinese 
residents were the matter to engage the attention of the autho-_ 
rities at home, with a view to legalising these expresses. 

At Hong Kong a project has been already mooted for extend- 
ing the telegraph to J and Manila, while the importance of 
bringing Saigon into communication with Hong Kong is also 
strongly urged. 

Messrs. Paterson, Simons, and Co., writing to the same journal, 
contradict the report that the object of the Singapore and New 
Harbour Railway is to bring all the wharves which line New 
Harbour within traffic comraunication of the town at one uniform 
rate of carriage, and that a differential tariff would be as un- 
doubtedly opposed by the promoters of this scheme as it would 
be insisted upon by the Singapore Railway Company. So far from 
this being the case, Messrs. Patenoai Simons, and Co. state the 
proposition of a uniform rate, if ever seriously entertained, has 
been long since abandoned—and so far from the promoters of the 
Singapore and New Harbour Railway in any way seeking to in- 
terfere with the interests of any particular company, the object of 
their scheme is simply to serve them alk by mineing te easier 
communication with the town—and thereby more fully utilising 
the docks and wharves. 

Captain A. H. Loftus, for some time sailing out of this port, has 
been employed by the Sixinens Government to make a: survey of 
the Siamese waters and the coast of Siam. 

The steamer Sharpshooter has been purchased by Messrs. Tan 
Kim Seng and Co., and will be placed on the line between Singa- 
pore and Penang, in connection with the steamer Japan. 

Lieut. Burn, Master Attendant at this port, comes home by the 
present mail, on twelve months’ leave of absence. [is duties 
will be fulfilled in the meantime by Captain Ellis. 

We learn that the contract for building an iron screw-pile 
landing pier at Mintoh, for the Dutch Government, has been. 
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awarded to Mr. J. Cazalas, of this port, for the sum of Java 
Rs. 177,999. There were, we understand, but three tenders sent 
in, one of which was from Holland and two from Singapore. ° 

The arrivals, via the Suez Canal, were the Hector, on the Ist, 
and the Glensannor on the 4th May. There had been no depar- 
tures for home by this route. 

There has been an alarming increase in the burglaries by 
Chinese, and the attitude of this class has been very unsatisfactory.

Rumour has it lately that Sir Hercules Robinson, whose term 
of office expires this year, is to have it extended for another six 
years. Whether this report be well or ill-founded, certain is it 
that there is no precedent for such a course as a Colonial Governor 

etting his term of office doubled. In the time of Sir Henry 
Ward, when at the zenith of his popularity, a memorial was got 
up and forwarded to the Colonial-office, signed by the great body 
Ps the colonists, praying that his term of office might be extended, 
and offering on behalf of the colony to make up his salary to the 
level of that of Madras, to which Government he had the prospect 
of being promoted. The memorial met no favour at the hands of 
the Colonial-office, and the colonists were informed that there was 
no precedent for :the step recommended, and, further, that the 
tial Government did not wish to estublish such a pre- 
ent. It is true Sir Edward Barnes was twice here as 
Governor. But it was not a continuous period. He served in 
in the interval. Warren Hastings was nine years Governor- 
General of India ; but this was at a very exceptional period, 
when it was thought he was the man most capable to cope with 
the many difficult problems which then beset that great country. 
Still there seems no good reason why such a precedent might 
not be established. It would not perhaps be wise to adopt such 
extended service as a rule, because a colony might havea bad Go- 
vernor forced upon it, to get rid of whom at the earliest possible 
moment would no doubt be desirable. But where aman has shown 
himself specially adapted for the position—where he has in- 
augurated measures for the advancement of the country, and for 
the moral and material prosperity of its inhabitants—or where 
his plans for developing the country’s resources are only in course 
ef being tested, it would be wise that he should be continued in 
office for such a period as might enable him to see his pro- 
jects carried to a successful issue. Now thisis exactly the case 
with Sir Hercules Robinson. Those vast irrigation schemes to 
which he has devoted so much attention and such liberal votes 
for the benefit of the native agriculturist are yet only in their 
infancy, and will want his parental care to watch over them till 
fairly tested. The railway to Nawalapitiya, 
would best be carried out under his watchful eye. The new edu- 
cational system introduced by him should be fairly floated ere he 
leave. So with the Colombo Harbour scheme and ithe Paumben 
Canal—the new school of medicine—the [codification of the laws 
—the service tenures ordinance—and a hundred other matters in 
which he has taken so deep an interest. Besides these special 
claims on his consideration there are other reasons why a Governor 
who has proved himself eminently fitted to advance the interests 
of the country under his charge should be allowed an extended 
period of rule ; for instance, it takes a man quite half the usual 
pooed before he makes himself master of the position—before he 
earns the country’s wants and how to supply them. In fact, be 
# Governor ever so clever, or so industrious, 
try, where the Fors: the trade, and the commerce are different 
to anything he has known before, it necessarily takes time for him 
to gain experience sufficient to fit him for the wise and successful 
administration of the Government. And many & man has only 
acquired such experience when the time arrives for him to drop 
the reins, It is unjust to him and unfair to the country to change 
sruler under such circumstances. Sir Hercules Robinson has 
certainly not been, nor tried to be,s popular man, but he has 
been a hardworking, painstaking, conscientious Governor, doing 
what he believed right without fear or favour 3 and it is likely we 
shall get many a worse before we get one better. The general wish, 
I believe, would be, if the feelings of the community were con- 
sulted at all, that he should be continued. here. 


CEYLON HARBOURS, &c. 


A correspondent informs us that Ceylon is sin, ularly unani- 
mous in the desire for the Paumben channel. The Home Go- 
vernment have never yet allowed any money to be borrowed, on 
the security of the revenues of the colony except in the case of 
the railway, Nevertheless, if the proposed harbour should be 
favourably reported on, they will probably sanction both schemes, 
if the channel is not taken up by private. enterprise. Our cor- 
respondent wishes us to draw attention to the fact that Ceylon is 
the only Crown Colony that does not cost the Crown anything for

Phareday. ord Mayo and the Indian authorities have evidently 
neglected to give effect to their promise to the Governor of 
Ceylon, that Mr. Robertson should be directed to visit Colombo 
before leaving for Europe. But will Ceylon consent to wait till 
Mr. Robertson returns to India, about the end of the year? In view 
of an engineering opinion being required in respect of the Paumben 
channel as well as the new harbour, we think a special visit from 
a first-class engineer might well be arranged for at once. The 
difficulty, proceeds our contemporary, lies in the division of au- 
thority. Phe Ceylon Government has no voice in the Paumben 
roject, nor even the subscribing London merchants until the In- 
Sian authorities give permission. But where everybody is 
agreed on the great interests at stake we cannot conceive 
that Sir Hercules Robinson will be content to wait. A 
splendid opportunity is offered to the Governor of winning the 
gratitude of the community by a little independent personal ac- 
tion. We maybe sure that his views will be adopted by the 
highest authority at home, for our readers cannot but remember 
that, when the East India Association’s deputation waited on the 
Duke of Argyll only last month, the peer e! for India expressed 
his confident opinion that the channel could be constructed, and, 
moreover, promised to instruct Mr. Robertson to survey and re- 
port on the matter, and furnish an estimate for the work. This ar- 
rangement of the Duke’s seems to have been entirely nullified by 
Earl Mayo’s subsequent instructions, thereby showing how true 
are our contemporary’s remarks on the bad consequences of “ di- 
vided authority.”

IMPORTS. 

HAnkow.—Grey Shirtings pressed for sale in large quantities, 
prices for 8} lbs. declined, market weak, light and heavy makes main- 
tained previous value. Grey T-Cloth sold on easier terms, as, in con- 
sequence of the lateness of the China New Year there had not been the 
usual inquiry for these goods. Dyed Fancy Cottons: Quiet demand at 
about last quotations. Long Ells: Neglected. Camlets: In good 
request. Woollens: Fairly saleable. Lead: Very difficult to quit, as 
Teamen had fair stocks. Quicksilver: Difficult to obtain. 

SHANGHAI.—The market had been extremely dull, not from any 
want of demand, but simply from unprecedentedly heavy supplies sent 
from home. As last English mail closed, the market showed some in- 
dications of steadying, but the simultaneous arrival of several steamers 
and sailing vessels, each bringing a large cargo of manufactared 
goods, had destroyed the tone, and although many importers had 
withdrawn their stocks from offer, there appeared no sign of return- 
ing confidence amongst dealers. Grey Shirtings: Direct sales tri- 
fling, but the Chinese had sold heavily, and by their extreme anxiety 
to force off their purchases had lowered the rates to Tis. 1.8.3 
to 1.9.3 per piece, for common to best chops of 8} lbs. goods. 
White Shirtings: Scarcely any business reported ; T-Cloths had been in 
good demand, with a considerable trade at from Ts. 1.50 to 1.55 per 
piece for fair to good Mexican quality 7 lbs., showing a serious decline 
on Jast quotations. Common counts not inquired for. 6 lbs. goods 
taken at Tls. 1.15 to 1.40 per piece, ard 8 lbs, at Tls. 1.88 to 1.89. 
There had been scarcely anything done in other descriptions of Cotton 
manufactures, Woollens: Figured Orleans of favourite patterns and 
colours saleable at former rates, but for other kinds of Woollens a dull 
market had prevailed, and the business in all had been confined within 
a small compass. 

Hone Kone.—The market continued greatly depressed and sales of 
every class of goods were most difficult to effect, there being little or no 
demand. Prices were quoted at a further decline and were to a great 
extent nominal. Cotton Yarn: A slight enquiry for Nos. 16 to 24 fair 
to best spinnings had been met at a decline ; higher counts, Nos. 28 to 
42, quite neglected, and prices nominal. Grey Shirtings 7 lbs. very 
quiet ; forced sales of the other weights at $2.40 for ordinary, and $2.45 
for best quality ; Market closed weak with no buyers; heavy weights 
quiet.

ENGLAND'S POSITION IN CHINA. 
(Translated from the Hamburg Borsenhalle.) 

For some time past warnings against a fresh outbreak of Chinese 
hatred against foreigners residing in China recur periodically, par- 
ticularly in journals, which are well informed with the affairs in 
Eastern Asia, and which have absolutely no interest to give a more 
unfavourable or threatening account of the state of feeling existing 
than in reality it is. Whilst official England constantly gives the 
assurance that China is in a perfect state of tranquillity, the informa- 
tion given by Anglo-Chinese and Anglo-Indian papers, on the contrary, 
is to the effect that a storm is preparing, which is intended to remove, 
forcibly, foreign influence. According to latest information, China 
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has on hand a story of demands which it intends to make on England 
for the removal of concessions formerly granted. Jiittle, doubtless, 
exists on this point, and it offers a new proof how acute among demi- 
civilised nations is the sense of appreciation of a change in the 
political atmosphere. As things are in China it is unquestionable that 
the security Europeans occupy in China depends chiefly on the 
degree of respect the Chinese have for the most dominant or in- 
fluential of the Western nations—the British—interested in China. 
This prestige, on the one hand, has not decreased since the last Anglo- 
Chinese war, but that the courage, self-reliance, and determination of 
the statesmanship of Old England has during the latter years consi- 
derably retrograded seems not to have eacaped the observation of the 
Chinese. 

Since Englishmen in 1871 are no more what they were in the for- 
tieth and fiftieth yeara, the Chinese think themselves algo justified to 
change. Therefore, it is not unlikely that the Europeans residing in 
the north of China (which part of the Empire shall be most exposed) 
before long will have to suffer for the loss of England’s influence on 
the world’s affairs. To what the once acknowledged British energy 
has now come the Chinese had lately a good opportunity of ob- 
serving ; it is most unaccountable that English diplomacy, which 
ought to know the Chinese from long experience, could have exposed 
iteelf to such a degree. 

Our readers will remember the correspondence which a short time 
ago appeared about the capture of the ships Sophia Rickmers and 
Robert Rickmers. 

These two merchantmen, lying—the one in Shanghai and the other 
in Singapore—were immediately after the publication of the German- 
Franco difficulty (afler the declaration of war) sold legally by the 
owners to English houses. Taken after their departure by French 
men-of-war, they were, because the transfer had heen effected after the 
declaration of war, declared by the French Prize Court as good prizes. 
To the remonstrance of the injured English proprietors Lord Granville 
declared he could not enter into the matter, since, as, according to the 
French order, such transfer during time of war did not protect from 
capture—and so the affairended. At the first moment there seems 
no objection to this —but only for the first moment. The transfer of 
ownerships of the ships Sophia and Robert Rickmera was duly ac- 
knowledged by the English authorilies in China; the hoisting of the 
British flag on board of them was permitted and acknowledged by 
the Admiral, Commander-in-Chief of the fleet in Chinese waters. In 
the eyes of the whole world, and also in the eyes of the Chinese, these 
ships were British. 

rd Granville and his colleagues, after a little reflection, ought to 
have come to the conclusion that the action taken by the Courts and 
naval officials had already decided about the nationality of these ves- 
sels, and that a refutation of the decision of these authorities, well- 
founded or unfounded they might have been, could only be effected 
at the expense of English prestige. 

If the British authorities had committed errors, they ought to have 
been made responsible. Common sense demanded that on no account 
it should have been permitted to ignore the British flag, and the less 
80 since the Chinese were witness toit. If England had distinguished 
iteelf by a similar anxious conscientiousness on former occasions as 
in the present case, it would have been different, and at least become 
a matter disputable. 

But what will the Chinese think about the desponding spirit dis- 
played to-day by a Power which nearly fifteen years ago caused Can- 
ton to be bombarded, because a Chinese vessel which was formerly 
under its protection, and which carried the British flag against right 
and law, was confiscated by the Chinese authorities? For a country 
that witnessed the unexampled audacity displayed by Sir H. Parkes 
in 1856, when he provoked a bloody war solely for an apparent ingult 
to the British flag—for such a country the weakness shown by England 
regarding the ships Sophia and Robert Rickmers must act as a direct 
encouragement (or stimulant) to profit from the altered circumstances. 

This is only a singular case, but it was not an accidental one. The 
change which has taken place during the last ten years in the English 
State as well as popular opinion has, indeed, received a stereotyped 
expression, in the change that has taken place about the honour of 
the British flag, as expressed in China in 1856 and 1871. 

Bad, indeed, it is that the historical importance of old England's 
loss of political influence should have been so clearly exemplified 
under circumstances where the general interest of Europe is closely 
intensified with that of England. 

In the Tientsin affair the English showed the Russians—in the Rick- 
mers’ affair the Chinese—that they have been citizens of Troy.

AMERICAN GUIDE-BOOKS. 

We have received a batch of American and Californian guide- 
books, railway time-tables, maps, &c., all which, from the fulness and 
variety of their information, and the matter-of-fact way in which 
it is communicated, give a more extensive insight into the almost 
inexhaustible resources of the Far West than any works we have 
hitherto seen. The largest of the volumes before us is Crofutt’s 
Trans-Continental Tourists’ Guide, which gives a really clear and 
full bape el don of more than five hundred places, the great ma- 
jority of which, we should imagine, not one Englishman in a hun- 
dred has ever heard of before. What do our readers think of 
such places as these—Alkali, Bitter Creek, Shady Run, Red Desert, 
Medicine Bow, Independence, and Hazard? ‘The last of these is 
certainly a candid kind of name, which might be bestowed with 
singular propriety on some portions of our English railways in the 
present excursion season ; but all the others are startlingly origi- 
nal and suggestive. It seems that some places on the line are 
named after living persons—Christian and surname in full—like 
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ships. Such is C. H. Mills, a town commanding a surprising 
prospect, which, however, it is scarcely possible for average human 
nature to enjoy with perfect calmness we should think, seeing 
that the excursionist in question, going at the rate of sixty miles 
an hour, just catches a glimpse of C. H. Mills at the bottom of a 
precipice 2,500 feet deep, with a romantic variety of scener 
called a “chasm” below that—being immediately sadansatk 
him. It seems to us a positive waste of money to take 
a return-ticket to such a station as this, because if you 
can get out there, which may be a process more simple 
azreeable, how in the world are you to get in again? For our 
own part, we are therefore content to take our account of ©. H. 
Mills from such enterprising travellers as the author of the book 
before us, who, we should imagine, must be a sort of locomotive 
Blondin. Jesting apart, the book is excessively interesting, 
crammed with facts, profusely illustrated with maps and en- 
gravings, and, in short, a complete Vade-mecum over an enormous 
line which is @ marvel even in these days of engineering 
triumphs. . 

All about California and the Inducementsto Settle Thereis another 
remarkable book, published for gratuitous circulation by the Im- 
migrant Union, San Francisco. This work, which is also illus- 
trated with valuable maps, gives us every information concerning 
the value of land, the condition of agriculture, mines, cotton and 
silk culture, and “ what kind of immigrants are wanted” in Cali- 
fornia.

A Catena of Buddhist Scriptures from the Chinese. By Samuel 
Beal, a chaplain in Her Majesty’s Fleet. London: Trubner and 
Co.—We prefer to give the title of this remarkable book in the 
somewhat quaint style of the author, because it seems to us to be 
a kind of key to the scope and intention of a work conceived in 
the true spirit of a Christian gentleman—the noblest character in 
the world—and likely, unless we are much mistaken, to pass some 
day into a religious classic. We must not pause here longer than 
to make the observation that, as the first thing a doctor does, 
when he is called into a family, is to ascertain the exact disorder 
from which his patient is suffering, and then proceed to cure it, 
so the Christian, who would fulfil the command of his Master and 
preach the Gospel to the heathen, should, in the first place, com- 
prehend the precise nature of the misbelief which he is called on 
to convince and cure by the judicious application of Divine Truth. 
Too many preachers, it may be feared, go about the world con- 
tenting themselves with violent invectives against religions other 
than their own, and demanding the recantation of those who 
have been brought up in them before they take the pains to 
comprehend the origin and scope of the creed they are to super- 
sede. Such dogmatic and presumptuous enthusiasts do more 
harm than good to the cause of real religion throughout the 
world. It is therefore with peculiar pleasure that we welcome 
the work of the reverend gentleman before us—a work which 
bears evidence not only of distinguished scholarship, but also 
of the patient application of it; not only of the most devout 
faith in his own Gospel, but also of the true spirit of tolerance 
taught in its pages. Mr. Beal quotes Hagenbach on his title- 
page—and the motto of his book isa thorough indication of its 
sentiment and bearing. He says, of different creeds, “All these 
were but so many scattered seeds, which Christianity was designed 
to quicken and make fruitful.” Happy the ship, say we, where 
Jack’s spiritual welfare is cared for by so large-hearted. and high- 
minded a minister as the ‘‘ Chaplain in Her Majesty’s fleet,” to 
whose last addition to religious literature we now offer our cordial 
welcome. 

In default of extracts, which our limits prohibit, we think we 
shall be doing our readers and the author more justice by recom- 
mending the work to the study of every one interested, in whatever 
way, in the Far East. As simplicity is truly said to be the first 
principle in nature, and the last in art, so tolerance is the first 
ea in piety and, unhappily, is too often the last in creeds. 

nknown, even to himself—for a more unassuming book we never

THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT AND CHRISTIAN MISSIONS. 

The English Independent says :—Letters which have been received 
from China show that the circular addreased by the Peking Govern- 
ment to the foreign iegations respecting missionaries was tentative 
merely, and has already been virtually withdrawn. The Chinese Court 
wanted to see how far it could go in prohibiting Christian teaching, 
and put out the circular asa feeler. We are informed that the ener- 
getic protest of the American representative has effectually prevented. 
the issue of any edict against the missionaries. ‘The difficulty has 
therefore been evaded for a time, but the incident shows the real feel- 
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-ing not only of the literati class, but of the Government, and we see

| Foreign Intelligence. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


: ROTTERDAM, June 7. 
We are still waiting in vain for the appointment of the new Governor- 
General of Java, Fora fortnight it has been rumoured that the King 
had signed the decree appointing Mr, Loudon t> the post, but our offi- 
cial paper, the Staats Courant, does not say one word about it. What 
ie the reason for this? One report says that Mr. Loudon wishes to take 
a@ ¢ceremonious leave of the Provincial States—which will meet in six 
weeks—whilst other rumours suggest that there is a want of perfect har- 
mony between the new Governor-General and the Minister of the Colo- 
nial Department. 
Political affairs are very dull. The only question before the public is 
the forthcoming election of members to the Second Chamber of the 
States-General, which will take place on the 13th inst. The papers are 
full of this, especially the organs of the Conservative and Ultramontane 
parties, who, to wia their cause, are telling the electors that the Com- 
mune of Paris is only a conzequent result of a Liberal policy, and 
therofore, if they back the Liberal candidates, we shall very soon have 
Amsterdam or Rotterdam burned by ‘‘ petroleuses.” They also affirm 
that all the Liberals are members of the “ Internationale,”’ which is 
holding meetings in Amsterdam, the Hague, &c., to prepare for the es- 
tablishment of a Commune. Such nonsense as this we are obliged to 
read day after day, and the Liberal papers, under the impression that 
the majority of the electors are stupid enough to believe these asser- 
tions, feel themselves obliged to refute them, There, however, is not 
much chance that the Conservatives will be successful in the contest, 
because the Orthodox party (the followers of Mr. Groen) have decided 
not to vote for the Conservative candidates. 

Tbe members of the Firat Chamber met yesterday, and are now occu- 
pied in the sections with those Budgets, which have been approved of by 
the Second Chamber, which will meet again on the 20th inst. It is 
earnestly to be hoped that they will then be ready for serious labour. 
The whole work of the session still lies before them. Hardly a single 
im portant measure has yet been carried. The two great measures which 
the ministry is pledged to are the revisal of the East India tariff and the 
Army Reorganisation Bill—and the list of legislative mutters is so long 
that the whole summer will not be long enough to deal with them, the 
less because Parliament is always thinking about holidays, whilst those 
members who will not be re-elected do not think it of any use to spend 
their time in legislative labour. To-day was published the section report 
on the treaty between our Government and that of Great Britain, re- 

arding the transfer of our settlements at the West Coast of Africa, and 
which can only come into force after being ratified by both our Legis- 
lative Chambers. This report throws, as reports always do, but very 
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ty 
little light upon the opinions of the members—so that it is difficult t 
say anything about the definitive fate of the treaty. There are many 
opponents to the principle of selling our colonies. Others, however, de- 
fend the transfer of the forts at the Coast—and I think the last-named 
are in the majority, so that most probably the treaty will be approved of. 

There is not any appearance of revival of activity in our markets for 
public securities; the engagements principally consist of investment 
purchases, and therefrom prices in the majority of instances have derived 
support. There is, however, no speculative business. The latest ad- 
vices from France are regarded as more pacific, which, together with 
the existing plethora of heaped-up capital, and the improbability of any 
immediate advance in the value of money—the Bank of the Netherlands 
has lowered the rate of discount one-half per cent.—have checked ape- 
culative sales, and had the effect of staying any downward movement in 
the position of quotations. Home funds continue steady, without any 
remarkable alteration in quotations ; a rather brisk demand has pre- 
vailed for industria] securities, so that a good business has been done in 
railway shares. ‘The reports from the provinces about crops are gene- 
rally very bud. For several days biting, sharp northerly winds have pre- 
vailed, and showers of hail have repeatedly fallen, which make the wea- 
ther anything but propitious for the growing produce. It is even 
stated that a good deal of the crop of grain and potatoes will be lost. 

Some days ago a meeting was held at Amsterdam of creditors of 
the Oost Indische Maatschappy van Lyfrenten, in order to appoint a 
commission to represent the creditors with regard to the liquidation. 
There were appointed by a very large majority Messrs. T. M. C. Asser, 
G. J. de Clereq (manuger of the East India Trading Bank), and F. A. 
Leas, formerly a notary in Java. : 

The King has approved of the appointment of Mr. Neill McLean as 
Consul for Great Britain at Batavia. 

The commission to investigate the causes of the burning of the 
steamer Willem ITI. has been amplified, Messrs, P. Buys, jun., expert, 
and M. M. J. Kroeff, naval officer, being appointed members. 

COMMERCIAL. 

The result of the Trading Cumpany’s coffee sale, held here last Wed- 
nesday, has exceeded the general anticipations, a rather important ad - 
vance having on the average been realised over the brokers’ valuations. 
The article has since continued in good request at the prices of the Jate 
public sale, which also applies to sugar, for which a brisk demand 
prevails and prices are further looking upward. As regards our other 
leading articles, but little alteration has taken place, amd the business 
done has been upon the whole on a limited scale, which may be partly 
attributed to the late holidays.

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THE MISSING DESPATCH. 

Lorp Enrieup’s reply to the question put by Sir Jonn 
Lusgock (in the absence of Mr. Macniac) concerning the 
missing China despatch, although merely a repetition of the 
stereotyped statement that it had not yet come to hand, was 
supplemented by a remark of a rather suggestive character. 
The Under-Secretary added that, although our own Govern- 
ment had not received the despatch, there was reason to be- 
lieve that the French Government had been more fortunate, 
and that application would be made for a sight of our neigh- 
bour’s copy. We may assume that Lord Enrieip declined 
to recognise the copies—or résumés—of the document which 
had been received by our China friends in London, and which 
we cannot doubt were placed at his Lordship’s service ; and 
we are not at all disposed to contend that, in the absence of 
positive bad news by telegraph, our Government would have 
been justified constitutionally in availing themselves of the 
information which they had a right to expect from their 
representative at Peking, simply because the mercantile 
public had shown themselves so much more zealous or 
better served than the diplomatic Department. We will 
even go a step further, and state that we should not like to 
see the blame which apparently attaches to Mr. Wavz for 
his extraordinary delay laid to his account until he has had 
an opportunity of explaining the causes of that delay. But 
what we would certainly ask—and the question is plainly sug- 
gested in Lord Enrrexp’s reply—is, “ How far, and in what 
* way, is telegraphic communication with the Far East to be 
“ considered as a part of the machinery of official intelli- 
“ gence?” If the telegraph isto be ignored by the Govern- 
rnent, it is hard to see for what reason telegraphs were ever sub- 
jected to Government supervision. If, on the other hand, tele- 
graphic intelligence is}recognised by Government in part, why 
should it not be so recognised always, and made as much use 
of as possible in public as it is in private offices? It would 
bo difficult to imagine a more striking case in point than the 
present. Here is a despatch—or rather here is not a de- 
spatch, which ought to be here, and the contents of which are 
just as well kuown as if they were here, because they were 
telegraphed long ago by Mr. Wave himself. There is no doubt 
that, if the original document has not come to hand, it 
must have miscarried on the way; we believe that the 
Foreign-office goes so far as to admit this. But, even if it 
did so miscarry—or, rather, because of its miscarriage—ought 
not the failure of the arrival of the document by mail to 
have demanded immediate inquiry for, and transmission 
of, its full contents by wire? We think it should have done 
80; we are sure it would have doneso in the case of any 
mercantile house placed in unexpected risk by the miscar- 
‘riage of advices or the negligence of an agent. If telegrams 
are not to be recognised as official forms of communication, 
of what use is scientific discovery? It is far better not to 
know an evil than to be fully aware of it without the power 
of remedying it. For several weeks our readers and our- 
selves have been under the avalanche of the nightmare of 
this despatch, and we have not got it yet! If this is to be 





taken as a principle of life, the sooner we do away with 
scientific improvements the better. They only torture and 
perplex where they should inform and arm. 

We had last week the pleasure of recording the fulfilment 
of this first of our prophecies—the complete establishment 
of the telegraph between England and China is a fait ac- 
compli ; and we must be pardoned if we admit a certain 
gratification at finding that we christened our paper* thirteen 
years ago and by anticipation, with the title which Bensamiv 
FRANKLIN gave his invention in his little garden in the States 
that he so nobly helped to make United. The China cable 
will no doubt connect, not only places more remote but peoples 
more opposed ; but, for that very reason, it seems to us that 
the wire should be used in preference to every other of the 
modes of communication which have become by degrees 
more and more antiquated. And therefore we repeat the 
question we set out with—‘ Why, when Mr. Wane's de- 
“ spatch did not arrive in due time, was not inquiry at once 
“ made as to the cause of its miscarriage?” The saying 
that “ill news travels apace” is altogether contradicted by 
the present protracted absence of any news at all, with the 
thorough conviction that bad news is on the road. We 
want facts; and, if the telegraph cannot convey them, it 
is bad alike for Government and people that it should be 
employed to convey only such messages as we cannot take 
action on. 


WE have not heard for some time of the movements of 
the Chinese plenipotentiary, Coune How, but it must be ad- 
mitted that he has lost no time in repairing to the seat of 
his mission, having left Versailles for Paris yesterday. One 
of his first acts was to attend the funeral of the Archbishop, 
and we may readily imagine the crowd of reflections that 
must have rushed across his mind as he stood beside the 
grave of the murdered prelate of the same Church whose 
ministering servants, the nuns, perished as miserably under 
his own eyes twelve months ago. Well might he murmur 
to himself, as he gazed on the splendid tombin Notre Dame, 
and thought of the graveless heaps of ashes at Tientsin, 

“ These be Christian butchers !”

THE P. AND 0. COMPANY. 

The half-yearly meeting of the shareholders in this company was 
held at the offices, Leadenhall-street ; Mr. P. D. Hadow, chairman. 

The report of the directors, recommending a dividend of 8 per cent. 
for the half-year (which appeared in our last), was taken as read. 

The Chairman said that the meeting was called primarily for the 
purpose of declaring an interim dividend; secondarily, to afford the 
opportunity of asking any questions they might wish to put, and en- 
abling the directors to give such information relative to the affairs of 
the company as the shareholders might wish to glean relative to the 
past six months. He was happy to say that the operations of the 
period under review had been conducted with a perfect exemption from 
casualty of any kind, and he hastened to make that statement because 
he thought it reflected the highest honour and credit upon the captains, 
officers, and staff that operations of such magnitude, with so many and 
varied ramifications, should have been conducted without the slightest 
hitch or casualty, and he desired thus early to say that the captains 
and officers were in the greatest degree entitled to the thanks of the 
shareholders. Those shareholders who had gone carefully over the state- 
ment in the report would see that there was a slight diminution in the 
tonnage of the fleet when compared with last year, but the increase 
was more apparent than real, for the company had parted with some 
of its ships, and, though the tonnage seemed a little smaller, owing to 
the old ships having been replaced by new ones with modern improve- 
ments, its cargo carrying powers were greater. 

The Khedive, a new vessel, after having run the measured mile 
most successfully, had made the journey from Southampton to Suez in 
18 days, having passed through the canal. Her average speed had 
been 10 knots, and her consumption of coal a little over 30 tons per 
day, and when they remembered that the shareholders used to con- 
gratulate themselves upon the steamers only consuming 60 tons per 
diem they would see that theeaving had been enormous—(loud cheers) 
—and the extent to which modern science had led them. The Jndus 
had run her measured mile at 18% knots, and therefore promised to be 
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equally succeseful. The Mirzapore, a sister to the Khedive, would be 
delivered in about August next, and two other vessels later in the 
autumn, and the company would—with the improved vessels at oom- 
mand, carrying more freight and consuming leas coal—be able to work 
the traffic at a considerably diminished cost. 

The company had recently made an alteration in the charge, making 


the travellers pay simply their passage money, and charging them 
extra for just what wines and spirits they chose to order, instead of 
allowing the passengers, aa formerly, wines a diserétion. The result 
waa that there had been a falling off of at least 40 per cent. in the con- 
_ sumption of wines and spirits. The company had lost a valuable ser- 
vant in the person of Mr. Woolley, the deceased superintendent purser 
- of the company, who had served it moat faithfully for many years with 
untiring zeal and ability, and he desired to take that, the earliest, 
opportunity of paying a tribute to the memory of a most efficient 
officer, to whose untiring exertions the company was moat deeply 
. indebted. ; 

The war on the Continent had not been (as many people had sup- 
posed) beneficial to this company ; but, on the contrary, the stoppage 
of the traffic between Marseilles and India had been most injurious ; 
so much go, that the company had applied to the Government to make 
Brindisi the port of departure, and with success, and there was little 
chance of the route being altered, as the board were doing all they 
could to supplement the traffic by developing that which might natu- 
rally flow through Italy to this company’s steamers. Some of this 
company’s shipe passed through the Suez Canal with advantage, but 
the company could not at present adopt the canal as the usual route, be- 
cause two things were involved in so doing—first, a vast improvement 
in the canal itself, and a reduction of charges; and next, a remodel- 
ling of the fleet of the company. At the same time the board were 
anxious to utilise the canal as much as possible, in proof of which he 
mentioned that the Australia, having gone out through the canal, 
was now on her homeward voyage, coming through the canal with the 
first season’s tea from Chins. 

Having a large experience to guide them, the policy of the board 
would be to dispose of the small vessels and replace them with larger 

- ones with smaller coal-consuming powers and higher rate of speed ; 
experience having proved that it was not profitable for this company 
to convert or adapt old veasela to the new service, and that the loss 
made upon a sale was recouped in a very few years by the better-going 

ualities and the superior carrying capacities of newly built ships. 

hey had added six new vessels without making a call, and they 
hoped to add four more, He concluded by moving the adoption of 
the report. 

The motion having been seconded, 

Mr. Jones thought the board had taken the right step in adopting 
Brindisi as a point of departure for its vessels, but he wished to 
know whether this company had been put to any expense in improving 
or building the docks, or wharves, or bour at Brindisi, or whether 
the board subscribed any money for that purpose. He also wished 
to know how many hours the vessel alluded to by the chairman took 
to go through the canal, and why the Indian Government persisted in 
running troop ships in opposition, instead of employing their vessels ;

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KEY TO SOUTH-WESTERN CHINA. 
(THE GLOBE.) 

The report by Major Sladen on the Bhamo route deserves careful 
perusal, To geographers and men of science it is interesting as fur- 
nishing information respecting a hitherto unexplored country, and to the 
general reader it is not less so, as it exhibits an amusing picture of the 
triumph of an educated mind over the low cunning and ferocity of bar- 
barians. Never did calm good temper and imperturbable patience more 
completely vanquish vulgar violence and base treachery than in the case 
of Major Sladen and the Kakbhyan and Burmese chiefs, There have 
been, perhaps, more brilliant displays of successful daring in dealing 
with savage tribes, and more wonderful escapes from danger, but never 
a finer victory of calm resolution and dignified composure over the plots 
and insolence of Asiatics. 

For the benefit of those who have not looked up the subject of the 
paper to which we are referring we may say that it is, in brief, a report 
on the question how to unlock the trade of South-Western China. The 
three south-western provinces of China are Se-chuen, or the ‘ Pro- 
vince of the Four Streams,” with 166,800 square miles, and a popula- 
tion of 21,435,678 souls ; Kwei-chow, or “ Honourable Division,” with 
64,554 square miles, and 5,288,229 souls; and Yun-nan, “South of 
the Clouds,” with 107,969 square miles, and 5,561,320 souls. We give 
these statistics from a late authority, but we are inclined to think that 
the population is underrated. If not, the statements in the report before 
us are very incorrect, and Se-chuen and Kwei-chow are not, as here 
represented, “the most populous in China,’ for Kiangsu, which 
is only one-fourth the size of Se-chuen, has a population three- 
fourths greater. ‘his, however, is the least important point commer- 
cially in the description of the provinces in question, and it is enough 
for our purpose if the rest be true. The paragraph which refers to 
them is as follows:—‘The great mineral wealth of the country is 
known, as also the enormous wealth of the neighbouring provinces 
of Se-chuen and Kwei-chow, the most populous in China, and their 
gigantic trade in tea, silk, rhubarb, tobacco, sugar, hemp, oil, varnish, 
and other commodities, and the vast capacity of all these provinces to 
consume European manufactures, a large proportion of the whole of 
which trade we shall gain when once the route by Bhamo is fully re- 
opened.’”’ Waiving the question, then, of the comparative population of 
these south-western provinces of China, which at the least computa- 
tién exceeds thirty-two millions, the fact we have to consider is 
their gigantic trado, and the possibility of directing it into a more con- 
Now up to the last decade this trade was chiefly car- 
ried on by a most circuitous and undesirable route, as stated by the 
Chief Commissioner in Burmah at p. 10 of this paper. He says :—“It 
was believed that Kwang-tung and Kwang-si were the great producing 
and consuming districts of the Chinese empire, but on the opening of 
Shanghai to foreign trade this fallacy was exposed, and it was com- 
pletely dispelled by the opening in 1860-61 of Hankow and the other 
ports on the Yangtsze river, which showed that the foreign trade that 
had centred in Canton had been flowing, not in its natural, but in a 
forced and artificial channel, and that the great bulk of what was 
shipped from Canton was really produced in Se-chuen, Kwei-chow, 
and other provinces drained by the Yangtsze, and that this produce had 
actually been carried up that river in boats to a point where it is sepa- 
rated from the Canton river by a steep range of hills, through a pass, 
in which the produce was carried by porters down to the southern 
stream, and from thence to Canton in boats.” 


But superior as the route by the Yangtsze was to that by Canton as 
an outlet for the commerce of South-Western China, it was still im- 
mensely circuitous. Hence inquiry was busy in search of a better com- 
munication, and two plans presented themselves. There was Captain 
Sprye’s scheme of a railroad from Rangoon by Kyang-hung and Esmok, 
and there was the Bhamo route, by which, until the Mahomedan re- 
bellion in Yunnan in 1855, there had already been a traffic which was 
valued at half a million per annum, but which the war between the 
Panthays and the Chinese, and the intrigues of the Burmese Court, had 
wholly stopped. We read in the appendix to Mr. Cooper's travels, page 
406, that ‘‘ before the unhappy and long Mahomedan rebellion, the trade 
of Taly (in Yunnan) was great and extensive with Burmah ;" and we 
also read, at page 458, that the neighbouring province of Se-chuen is 
‘¢the greatest and richest province of China.” But there is a not dif 
ficult and direct road from Bhamo to Taly, asis showa in Major Sladen’s 
report. It is clear, therefore, that by this road the trade of South- 
Western China can be tapped. 

But, before we consider the prospect of success in this quarter, let us 
say one word about the scheme of Captain Sprye. His line would pass 
through Kyang-hung, which is 250 miles to the south of Taly, and so 
far out of the direct way, and it would encounter the Salwen, Lantsang, 
and other great rivers, at points where the crossing them would entail 
great delay. It is unnecessary to consider whether such a line would 
be practicable, It is enough that three Governors-General have reported 
against it, and that, as appears from the paper we are reviewing, there 
is an infinitely better line of communication by Bhamo, a port, which 
being on the navigable Irrawaddy, means practically the sea. 


Major Sladen left Mandalay (which, strangely enough, is not to be 
found in the Royal Atlas) on the 13th of January, 1868, in a steamer 
belonging to the King of Burmah, drawing three feet of water, and 
reached Bhamo on the 21st. Here his troubles commenced, for the 
King, though he outwardly pretended to assist the expedition, did his 
utmost In secret to frastate it. The Burmese officials at Bhamo threw 
threw every impediment in the way, and they sent reports of the moat 
inflammatory and calumnijous kind, not only throughout the adjoining 
Shan territory, but even as far as Yunnan. There are three routes 
which lead from Bhamo to Yunnan: Ist, the northern, or Pontyne; 
2nd, the central or embassy route, by which ambassadors usually pro- 
ceeded from Burmah to China; and 3rd, the southern or Sawuddy. 
The Burmese took care that Major Sladen should not proceed by the 
central route, as that would have given bim prestige ; and at last, after 
wearisome delays and altercations, the expedition left Bhamo by the 
northern route on the 26th of February, having been more than a month 
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kept back by the intrigues of the very people who ought to have assisted 
it. A Kakhyan chief, who is called Pontye in the narrative, was 
the guide, and passed his time in getting drunk, and furiously 
abusing and threatening his English guests. On the 2nd of March 
several shots were fired in front of the English party, but no mis- 
chief was done, and they reached Pontyne village. On the 6th they 
reached Ponsee, and here they were delayed for more than two months, 
till the 11th of May, during which time every pussible menace and an- 
noyance were employed to deter them from proceeding further. But 
Major Sladen, with great boldness and foresight, had despatched mes- 
sengers to the Panthay chief of Momein, in Yunnan, entreating his aid, 
and he, with a sagacity which did him credit, understood the henefits 
which would result from the safe arrival of the mission, and at once took 
vigorous measures to accomplish that end. He despatched an encou- 
raging reply to Major Sladen, and injunctions to all the Shan chiefs on 
the road to assist him. He did far more, for he himself advanced with 
@ considerable force and stormed Mauphoo, the stronghold of a free- 
booter named Lees-bee-ta-hee, who had promised the King of Burmah 
to destroy the mission. 

To Tah-sa-Kan, then, the Governor of Momein, Major Sladen was 


indebted for his life, at one time in great danger, and for the success of 


the expedition. In the meantime, however, he had been driven to such 


straits that he sent back to Bhamo Captain Williams, the engineer of 


his party, and Mr. Stewart, who Icft Ponsee on their return journey on 
the 20th of April. On the 12th of May Major Sinden gut to Manwyne, 
a town of about 5,000 inhabitants, On the 14th he reached Sanda, 
which was plundered by the Panthays in 1863, but still contains 6,000 
people. Here he had to adopt the son of the chief, a ceremony which 
éntailed nothing more onerous than the giving a few presents. On the 
16th of May he reached Mynela,a town with from 8,000 to 10,000 
inhabitants; on the 23rd he was at Mauphoo, and on the 24th 
at Nantin. In the march from this place to Momein, two of the 
Panthay chiefs who were escorting him were killed by brigands, when at 
a little distance in advance, and some of the baggage of the mission was 
carried off. Momein was reached on the 26th of May, and on the 10th 


of July Major Sladen started on his return journey for Bhamo, having 


fully accomplished the main objects of his mission, in forming a friendly 
alliance with the Panthay governor, and in ascertaining by personal 
observation that there was no difficulty in the route to seriously impede 
traffic, All this was effected, not only without the assistance of the 
Burmese Government, but in the teeth of its oppositior, 

As one result of Major Sladen’s labours, we may say that a political 
agent was appointed to reside at Bhamo, with a sufficient staff to enable 
him to supervise such traffic as might arise. It is time the public were 
informed of what success has attended this measure. It is most satis- 
factory to know from this narrative that the Shan country, which lies 
between Burmah and Western China, is no savage and inhospitable 
Fegion, but well cultivated, with a population of a quarter of a million 
Shans and Kakbyens, and perhaps as many inhabitants of otber hil! 
tribes. 
India. This, indeed, might be expected, from the elevation of the 
region above the sea. The breadth of the territory appears to be about 
@ hundred miles. At the time of the expedition a sanguinary contest 
was still raging between the Chinese and the Mahomedan rebels, or 
Panthays; but the latter were gradually consolidating their power, and 
they showed themselves most friendly to the English, 





BRITISH BURMAH. 
(SHIPPING AND MERCANTILE GAZETTR.) 

The memorandum of Major-General A. Fytche, late Chief Com- 
missioner of British Burmah. describing his four years’ administra- 
tion of that province, from 1867 to 1871, recently printed at Rangoon, 
is a document which possesses sufficient interest to cause us to refer 
to its leading features in these columns. General Fytche joined the 
old Arakan Local Battalion in 1841, when the British territory com- 

rised the strips of seaboard known as Arakan and Tenasserim, the 

rmer being separated from the latter by the important Burmese 
province of Pegu. The Government of India at that date was con- 
templating the occupation of Affghanistan, and a withdrawal from 
Barmah was discussed and proposed for adoption. British rule had 
become popular with the natives, but the revenue was insufficient to 
meet the expenditure, the population not having had time to recover 
from the wars which for centuries had retarded the prosperity of the 
country, and desolated that region from Chittagong to Siam. The 
whole of the fertile valley of the Irrawaddy, from the sea coast up- 
ward to the wild tribes intervening between Burmah and China, was 
in the hands of a cruel and barbarous despot, utterly ignorant of the 
great world around him, and, consequently, unrestrained by the public 
opinion of civilised States. For forty years the Government of India 
endored indignities and brooked insult through being engaged in ex- 
pensive ware against the Mahrattas, Gboorkas, and Pindarees, and 
were reluctant to undertake further hostilities. In 1825, however, 
the Burmese officials seized an island belonging to the British Go- 
vernment, and a war ensued which terminated by the annexation of 
Arakan and Tenasserim. Those provinces, when placed under British 
rule, improved rapidly. The area of cultivation extended, revenue 
increased, and the population was augmented 300 per cent. between 
1826 and 1852. The adjoining province of Pegu, governed by the 
King of Burmah, presented a marked contrast to the prosperous con- 
dition of the British territory adjoining, and his Majeaty—Tharra- 
waddi—wasa tyrant of the worst sort. He repudiated the treaty 
which had been concluded with his predecessor, and openly insulted 
the Resident at his capital. This behaviour was tolerated for some 
yeare, but in 1852 the repetition of outrages on British subjects 
induced our Government to send an expedition up the Irrawaddy, 
and, as usual in Eastern wars, Pegu formed an appendage to British 
Burmah. This measure consolidated and strengthened our conquest, 
and the three divisions now form a compact province, occupying an 
uninterrupted line of sea coast of nearly a thousand miles in length, 
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The climate seems to be temperate as compared with that of 


and a water communication with the distant interior more easily navi- 
gable than the Ganges, and which promises to open up a Trade route 
of great importance to British commerce and manofactures. By the 
possession of Pegu, our territory in Burmah has become one of the 
most prosperous provinces of our Eastern Empire. It is satisfactory 
to learn, from data furnished by General Fytche, that British Govern- 
ment in Burmah has been productive of marked benefit to the races 
placed under our rule. Although there are still $0,000 square miles 
of cultivatable land in the provinces lying waste from want of culti- 
vatora, and not above 8,000 square miles cultivated, the population 
has increased in eighteen years from about one million souls to nearly 
two millions and a-half. It would thus appear. says General Fytche, 
a priori, that, if nearly two millions and a-half of people can be sup- 
ported by the culture of 3,000 square miles of land, the oultivation of 
the entire area of waste would maintain a population of about twenty- 
five millions of inhabitants. There is a yearly immigration of Bar- 
mese, Shans, Chinese, and other cognate races into British Burmah, 
driven out from their own countries by the exactions and oppressions 
of native rule, who are eager to cultivate new lands under the peace, 
protection, and personal liberty enjoyed under British administration, 
and which cannot be found elsewhere throughout the Malacca 
peninsula. 

When General Fytche was entrusted with the government of British 
Burmah in 1867 he set to work, through hie assistant at the Court of 
Mandalay, to remove all suspicions from the mind of the King of 
Burmah, and to convince his Majesty that the only object of the Bri- 
tish Government was to promote the material interests of the two 
conterminous States by mutual concessions. Having paved the way 
by diplomacy, the Chief Commissioner proceeded to Mandalay, the 
capital of Ava, and concluded, in October, 1867, a treaty providing 
for the utmost freedom as regards commercial intercourse between the 
peoples of the two countries, for the permanent residence of a political 
agent, and for the establishment of a court in which the political 
agent has the power to adjudicate in all cases in which British sub- 
jects are alone concerned, and in which a Burman official of high rank 
sita on the same bench for the adjudication of all civil cases in which 
both Burmese and British subjects are concerned. Moreover, under 
this treaty the King gave up his more opprcasive monopolies; and 
measures have been initiated for reopening the old trade route with 
Western China, to which we shall have occasion to refer in another 
article. The effect of these closer alliances between the British Go- 
vernment and the Court of Ava has been to draw the people into 
friendly communication, and the King has sent several young Burmese 
to Europe for education, whilet he welcomes any European merchant 
or official who may pay a visit to his capital. 

The gross internal and external trade of British Burmah in 1869 
amounted to 10} millions sterling. The Custom-house revenue wag 
£287,000, and the exports of cutch, jute, rice, paddy, and timber aug- 
ment yearly. The East India and China Association in England, and the 
Chamber of Commerce at Rangoon, complain that the rice of British 
Burmah was being driven out of the home markets by the produce 
from Cochin China and Siam. The rice from these two last-named 
countries is in demand by the Chinese, and therefore, says General 
Fytche, is mostly carried to China. The export duty on rice is 
10s. 6d. per ton. This impost, the gallant General holds, has not 
checked exports, though he is inclined to admit that the duty on un- 
husked rice, commonly called paddy, might be reduced with advan- 
tage. It is not necessary to follow the Chief Commissioner through 
his report on barracks, fortifications, forests, roads, frontier boundaries, 
schools, and administrative acts. Suffice it to add that General 
Fytche presents a good account of his stewardship over the British 
dominions of Burmah. This possession stretches along the shore of 
the Bay of Bengal, and is equal ta extent of seaboard to the Madras 
Presidency, on the opposite coast. Governed by natives the shipping 
trade would never, in the present century at least, have assumed such 
proportions as it does in 1871; and the ports of Akyab, Rangoon, and 
Moulmein must by this time have become familiar to shipmasters and 
merchants generally.

The tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were received at 
the Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were—to 
Calcutta, £300,000; aud to Bombay, £10,000. The minimum 
price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10jd. on all the Presidencies, 
and tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 10jd. will receive 
about 15 per cent., and on Bombay at that price about 31 per 
cent. Theso results show a further increase in the demand for 
means of remittance to India. 

The demand for Bar Silver and Dollars for the Straits and 
China has fallen off, and quotations are lower. The principal 
arrivals now consist of the new dollar, which is not suitable for 
China.

To John Pender, Eeq.—I thank you for your courteous message, 
and cordially congratulate you and your able staff on the successful 
completion of your great telegraphic enterprise, uniting with you in the 
hope that tho same may promote friendly relations and commercial in- 
tercourse between the several nations thus placed in instant communica- 
tion one with each other.” : 


The annual report of the Anglo-Mediterranean Telegraph Com- 
pany states that the company’s new duplicate cable between Malta 
and Alexandria was successfully laid on the 22nd November last. 
Since the last ordinary general meeting the cables of the Mar- 
seilles, Algiers, and Malta, the British Indian Extension, and 
China Submarine Telegraph Companies have been laid in connec- 
tion with the cables belonging to thiscompany. The British 
Australian Company’s cable is to be completed by the end of the 
year. The Government cable between Malta and Tripoli and 
Egypt having again failed, that line is no longer in use for the 
transmission of traffic. The directors have purchased the cable 
from the Government for the sum of £25,200, with a view to its 
being picked up, and have resold it to the Telegraph Construction 
and Maintenance Company at the same price. By this arrange- 
ment the rent of £2,000, increasing to £5,000, payable to Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, ceased on the 31st of December last. An ar- 
rangement with the Italian Government is on the point of com- 
pletion, by which this company’s land line from Susa to Modica 
is to be transferred to the Government, and the company will 
thereby be relieved of the cost of its maintenance and working. 

The prospectus has been issued of the Submarine Cables Trust, 
which proposes to issue certificates for £1,000,000, of £100 each, 
at 90 per cent. The trust is, of course, founded on the model of 
that of the Foreign and Colonial Government Trust, it being 
stated that the advantage of this form of investment, by distri- 
puting the risk over a number of kindred undertakings, is pecu- 
liarly applicable to this class of property, and it is believed the 
public would gladly avail themselves of the high returns yielded 
by telegraph cable companies if they were relieved from the fear 
of exceptional losses from accident or other causes, which would 
be greatly lessened by such a combination. The prospectus states 
that the trust will consist solely of the stocks, shares, or deben- 
tures of submarine cable companies which offer, apart from acci- 
dental interruptions, the prospect of a high rate of profit. Among 
these companies are—the Anglo-Mediterranean, the Anglo-Ame- 
rican, the Societe du Cable Francais, the British Indian Sub- 
marine, the British Indian Extension, the British Australian, the 
Marseilles, Algiers, and Malta, the China Submarine, and the Fal- 
mouth, Gibraltar, and Malta.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for the month of May have been 
issued. The totals show that our imports during the month 
amounted in value to £24,418,272, being a reduction of £2,466,224 
as compared with the corresponding month of last year ; our ex- 
ports, however, were valued at £12,099,880, being an increase of 
£2,212,940, During the five months of this year our imports have 
amounted to £120,502,118, being an increase of £17,655,385 as 


compared with last year ; and our exports to £83,879,737, which 
is an increase of £2,578,553. 


The export trade shows some remarkable changes, chiefly of an 
encouraging nature. Thus, for instance, our cotton manufactures 
exported increased in value from £4,377,696 in May last year to 
£4 929,135 last month. Comparing the five months of the pre- 
sent year with those of last year, there appears very little dif- 
ference in value; but these are over @ million in excess of the 
preceding year 1869. The iron trade would appear to be in a 
very flourishing condition, as the exports last month (£2,782,973) 
were nearly a quarter of a million in excess of last year, and for 
the four months they amounted to £9,229,245. The value of the 
linen manufactures exported last month (£614,147) represents an 
increase ; but thereis a slight decline in the five months as con- 
trasted with last year. The wool trade seems to have experienced 
an enormous impetus, as the exports of woollen and worsted 
manufactures last month (£2,160,203) were about half a million 

eater than in the same month last year. Upon the five months, ° 

uring which the exports were valued at £9,604,585, there is also 
an improvement of over half a millon sterling.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 


TEA. 

Public sales of China, comprising 11,562 packages, were held on the 
6th inst., of which 4,200 packages were offered with reserved prices and 
withdrawn, of the remainder about 5,500 packages found buyers, nearly 
all withoat reserve. The greater part of the supply consisted of low 
and undesirable qualities, which were sold at about the previous value. 
A few breaks of low Green and black leaf Siftings were rather cheaper. 
The moderate quantity of common to fair qualities of Congou sold 
steadily. Common to good common red leaf Congou realised 10d. to 
103d. ; fair, 114d. to 1s. 0}d.; low Shanghai dust offered with all faults 
sold at 13d. to 2d., Foochow siftings and fannings (partly old import) 
at 43d. to 53d., and very low Canton Congou at 44d. per lb. 

Privately there is a fair business passing in common kinds, but fine 
and choice Teas, especially Monings, remain without buyers over 2s.

The market continues in a depressed state. Continental troubles and 
the usual uncertainty respecting crops still deter manufacturers from 
buying, except for Tamedinte wants, and notwithstanding the continu- 
ous fall in prices, buyers look for further concessions. In spite of all 
adverse circumstances, we must report that almost daily fair quantities 
of Canton Silk have been selling, and the consumption—all things 
considered—is good, though the large importation has caused an in- 
crease of stock, which now is unusually large. Transactions in China 
Silk have been very limited.
